JOURNEY FROM ROME 


My husband and I have done a lot of 
studying and research on the Roman 
Catholic religion. Up until nine years 
ago, I was a very “devout” Roman 
Catholic. I went to Mass and Holy 
Communion almost every day of the 
week, rarely missing more than one day 
a week, and went to confession every 
two weeks at least, when it was only 
compulsory to receive Confession and 
Communion at least once a year and 
to hear Mass every Sunday and Holy 
Day of Obligation. I always received 
top marks in the religious examinations 
and my brother, sister and I sang the 
Latin mass in the choir, including solos. 

My husband was not a Catholic; so 
before we were married he received in- 
struction in the Catholic faith and was 
baptized a Catholic. After much inves- 
tigating he came to realize how corrupt 
it was and subscribed to the CONVERTED

Night... 
Fear not... 
Saviour... 


These are the words that stand out in the nar- 
rative of Christ’s nativity. 

The dark mantle of night that enshrouded the 
shepherds on the Judean hills still covers the earth 
some nineteen hundred years later. The darkness 
thickens. The long night does not seem to clear. 

Troubles of all kinds assail us in never-ending 
succession—domestic troubles, internal troubles, 
personal troubles, collective troubles. We cease 
fighting on the battlefront only to resume the 
fight on the home-front, until the soul cries out 
with Job, “When shall I arise, and the night be 
gone?” (Job 7:4) 

In spite of all euphemisms about this enlight- 
ened age, our struggles continue. We fight not 
only in the home but on the streets and in our fac- 
tories. Labor is against management and the peo- 
ple are against the government. Even within the 
sanctuary, church people fight. While their hands 
are lifted up toward heaven, their hearts are full 
of jealously, envy, intolerance, and misunderstand- 
ing. 

The night continues. 

And out of the night comes fear, like a strange 
dog barking at our heels. What we are pleased to 
call civilization has not brought peace of mind or 
heart. Scientists are asking us to put a moratorium 
on the greatest discovery of the age, because the 
atom bomb and the hydrogen bomb and the cobalt 
bomb have engulfed humanity in total] fear and in 
the knowledge that nothing now can save us from 
annihilation. 





But is there nothing? Is there no one who can 
dispel this atmosphere of gloom and uncertainty 
and let in the sunshine of peace and solace and 
consolation? 


*““FEAR NOT”’ 


“Fear not” was the message of the angel to 
the shepherds of the field. And throughout the 
Word of God the message “Fear not” brings con- 
fidence and assurance to the trusting heart. In no 
other place can we find such good tidings, such 
words of hope and calm in the midst of turbulence 
and anxiety. 

While men’s hearts are “failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things which are com- 
ing on the earth” (Luke 21:26), the Ruler of all 
things says, “Fear thou not; for I am with thee: 
be not dismayed; for I am thy God: I will strength- 
en thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my righteousness.” 
(Isa. 41:10) “So that we may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not fear what man 
shall do unto me.” (Heb. 13:6) 

With such confidence, one need never worry 
about the past or fear the future, because both are 
in God’s hands. Edward Everett Hale once coun- 
seled men “never to bear more than one kind of 
trouble at once. Some people bear three kinds— 
all they have had, all they have now, and all they 
expect to have.” Quite apart from the fact that the 
Christian has no reason to fear the future, it has 
been found that most of the troubles we carry in 
anticipation never materialize. They are mere 
phantoms of a waking nightmare, imaginary ghosts 
which we fabricate out of old cast-off experiences 
to frighten or chastise our weaker selves. 

How needless and how cruel! Instead of peo- 
pling our world with ghouls and fiends, we should 
learn how to say with utmost assurance, “The Lord 
is my light and my salvation; whom shall I fear? 
the Lord is the strength of my life; of whom shall 
I be afraid? Though an host should encamp against 
me, my heart shall not fear: though war should 
rise against me, in this will I be confident.” (Ps. 
27:1, 3) 


WHILE we realize that we cannot govern the 

world, we can govern our individual lives by 
the choices we make for good or evil, peace or fear. 
While we cannot remake the world, we can set our 
affections on the things of God and receive into 
our hearts the peace that passeth understanding 
and the love, joy, gentleness, goodness, and faith 
that are the fruit of God’s indwelling Spirit. 

The dedicated life of the Christian admits no 
fear, because “there is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casteth out fear.” (I John 4:18) His life is a 
testimony of the transforming power of the love 
of God. 

In her little book The World Beautiful, Lilian 
Whiting wrote, “No one is living aright unless he 
so lives that whoever meets him goes away more 
confident and joyful for the contact”—as did the 
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ancient shepherds when they had seen the Chi ’

Turner, the great English 
landscape painter, spent too much time in debauch 
ery as a drunken sailor. Lamartine and Chateat 
briand, famous French writers of the nineteenth 
century, would at times display the foulest o> 
scenity.

ROME’S COUNTERFEIT CONVERSION 





BEES EE 


: am September 1955 issue of the Roman Catholic 
magazine Integrity devoted its pages to the 
timely subject “Why Catholics Leave the Church.” 
One of the feature articles takes exception to the 
Converted Catholic magazine. 

The author, in the course of nine pages, tries 
to explain the meaning of conversion, and from his 
own misconception derives the conclusion that the 
former Roman Catholic priests who have been 
helped by Christ’s Mission and whose testimonies 
have appeared in the pages of the Converted Cath- 
dic are not really converted. Hence our particular 
interest in clarifying the genuine concept of con- 
version. 

The author of the article in question, George 
H. Tavard, A.A., sums up the controversy perhaps 
more aptly than he intended, in the following 
words: “From a purely semantic point of view, the 
problem of ‘converted Catholics’ boils down there- 
fore to a misuse of words.” The misuse in his case 
hinges on “discovery,” “personal Savior,” and “the 
Church.” Consider the following: 

“As it should be used, ‘conversion’ applies to 
the discovery of Christ by those who were hitherto 
wmaware of His Revelation. To discover Christ 
fully you have to know Him, not only as a personal 
Savior, but furthermore as the Head of the whole 
Church, of mankind redeemed by Himself. Hence 
conversion to Christ is normally followed by initia- 
tion into the Church.” 

However convincing the foregoing paragraph 
may sound, the fact remains that in the mind of 
the Roman Catholic, the (Roman Catholic) Church 
comes first and last, and the “discovery” of Christ 
is incidental, not to say impersonal. A good Catho- 
lie can scarcely be expected to know Christ as his 
“personal Savior” when he has to approach Him 
through the mediation of Mary and a multitude of 
saints. 
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DEPENDENCE ON THE CHURCH 


The dependence of Catholics on the (Roman 
Catholic) Church for conversion, grace, or what- 
§ have-you is heavily emphasized by Mr. Tavard, 
ef Who, we believe, adequately represents the ortho- 
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dox Roman Catholic view in this respect. We give 
five brief quotations: 

“For peace to men of good will is indeed given 
in the Church, but only to those who recognize her 
as the organism of grace.” 

“For faith in Jesus Christ is indeed given in 
the Church, but only to those who accept her as the 
channel of salvation.” 

“For the guilt (if guilt there is) does not fall 
on the Church herself but on those who are not so 
perfect as they would be if they lived up to the 
Church’s standards.” 

“Where acceptance of the Church is one with 
belief in Christ, no discrepancy can ever arise be- 
tween the experience of salvation and allegiance to 
the Church which is precisely the channel of sal- 
vation.” 

“We have to present the Church’s doctrine in 


- an integrated way, making it food for the intellect 


and a leaven in the spiritual life.” 


WHICH COMES FIRST? 


The author’s reliance on the (Roman Catho- 
lic) Church as the channel of grace gives evidence 
of a general misconception, for only those who are 
born again constitute the true Church, the Body 
of Christ. Therefore, no grace can flow through 
the channels of the (Roman Catholic) Church un- 
til its members are all born again. It resolves it- 
self to a matter of putting first things first. 

A Roman Catholic while he remains a Catho- 
lic, therefore, cannot ever understand the true 
meaning of conversion, because to him conversion 
means simply a change of religion or creed or the 
adoption of some dogma or body of dogmas. More 
specifically, it means the embracing of Catholicism 
by those who have never been Catholics or the re- 
turn to the Catholic Church of those who have 
abandoned it. It is in essence mental assent to the 
dogmas and doctrines of Catholicism. And bap- 
tism, which is essential to salvation, seals this as- 
sent, and the individual is forever after a Roman 
Catholic. 

The discovery of this fallacy about conversion 
has been made by many individuals, even by those 
who do not profess Christianity. Mental assent, 
they have found, is not in itself a change of life— 
or even the devils would be converted, since, ac- 
cording to Scripture, they also believe and tremble. 


THREE-DIMENSIONAL CONVERSION 


Our evangelical concept of theology leads us 
to accept conversion as a complete change, or right- 
about-face, of the entire being, from the inside out. 
It means a change in outlook, a change in habits, a 
change in tastes, a change in desires, a change even 
in friends. For the Gospel is three-dimensional, 
encompassing soul, body, and mind, all of which 
are radically affected. 

The converted person goes beyond a mere dis- 
covery of Christ; Christ actually becomes a part of 
his life. To use the figure given in the Apocalypse, 
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he does not simply peer through the window and 
discover Christ knocking at the door; rather, he 
opens the door and invites Him in, and they sup 
together. It is through that personal, intimate 
communion with Christ that the believer can ex- 
press the highest, most sublime sense of love to- 
ward God, as did Mary, when Christ said she had 
chosen “that good part, which shall not be taken 
away from her.” (Luke 10:28) 

In like manner, St. Theresa in a moment of 
deep adoration said of Jesus, “Even though there 
were no heaven, I would still love Thee; and though 
there were no hell, I would still fear Thee.” 


BY THEIR FRUITS 


The proof of true conversion lies in its fruits: 
“By their fruits ye shall know them,” Christ said 


categorically in His Sermon on the Mount. And. 


the Apostle Paul aptly describes the change that 
takes place when he writes: 

“Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived: nei- 
ther fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with mankind, 
nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor re- 
vilers, nor extortioners, shall.inherit the kingdom 
of God. And such were some of you: but ye are 
washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of 
our God.” (I Cor. 6:9-11) And “the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodness and righteousness and 
truth.” (Eph. 5:9) 

The transcendental Gospel of Christianity pen- 
etrates into the entire being of the individual and 
saturates him with its power. After the experience 
of conversion, he no longer remains the same. He 
is a new creature in Christ; “old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become new.” He is 
actually a re-created being, and he has been given 
a new heart. 


THE LEOPARD’S SPOTS 


The Roman Catholic, on the other hand, be- 
fore or after his “conversion,” remains the natural 
man, without the experience of the supernatural 
in his life. Thus, the thief might be moved by the 
momentary remorse of his conscience to seek the 
confessional box, where he might receive absolu- 
tion, an illusory freedom from his sins; but the 
tendency, the desire, and the easiness to return to 
his former habits remains with him. The priest is 
unable to give him a new heart, and so he cannot 
rise above temptation. 

“But it is happened unto them according to 
the true proverb, The dog is turned to his own 
vomit again; and the sow that was washed to her 

wallowing in the mire.” (II Pet. 2:22) 
“Can the Ethiopian change his skin, or the 
leopard his spots?” asks the Lord, adding with 
heavy irony, “then may ye also do good, that are 
accustomed to do evil.” (Jer. 13:23) 
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True conversion is dependent upon the Diyiyl 
miracle, for only the Creator can change the leg.§ 
ard’s spots or the sinner’s heart. In Shakespeamht 
great tragedy, Lady Macbeth is vividly portra 
as being unable to wash away the stain of } 
from her murderous hands.

Purge me with hysg 
and I shall be clean: wash me, and I shall be whitg 
than snow. Create in me a clean heart, O God; and 
renew a right spirit within me.” (Ps. 51:2, 7, 10) 

The Lord Himself says graciously, “Come 
now, and let us reason together . . . though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they shall be as 
wool.” (Isa. 1:18) And the Apostle Peter adds, 
“Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out.” (Acts 3:19) 

In this lies the essence of conversion, which, 
according to Paul, is a complete transformation, 
through the renewing of the mind by a merciful 
God. It is not, therefore, initiation into the (Roe 
man Catholic) Church that counts, because the 
true Church is formed where two or three are 
gathered together in His name. It is not member- 
ship in the (Roman Catholic) Church that matters, 
because no church is ever going to be saved as such. | y

There 
i$ No reason to believe that the picture has changed. 
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T IS WELL ESTABLISHED that 
only a small proportion of 
American-born citizens have be- 
trayed their country or have be- 
come tools of foreign ideologies 
to undermine the American way 
of life. 


It is equally well established 
that of the actual or potential 
enemies of American democracy, 
practically all have had direct or 
indirect dealings with fanatical 
foreign demagogues of totalitar- 
ian label. The question “Where 
are the roots of anti-American- 
ism found?” can only be an- 
swered by the lessons derived 
from close observation of the 
factors contributing to weaken 
individual patriotism. 

The first dangerous subject is 
the foreign-born American who 
is made a citizen without re- 
deeming himself, mentally and 
emotionally, from the allegiance 
to the country of his origin. He 
is so attached to his former way 
of life—be it Roman Catholicism, 
Fascism, Communism, or any 
other ism—that to separate him 
from his background or extirpate 
his false notions of government 
or extricate him from his former 
mode of social conduct would be 
like severing the head from the 
body. 

The second undesirable ele- 
ment is the disillusioned Ameri- 
can whose mind has been poi- 
soned by religious bigotry and 
exotic ideologies smuggled one 
way or another to the American 
shores. 

To the third category belongs 
the misfit American who, ignor- 
ant of the social and political and 
religious miseries of other coun- 
tries, entertains the false hope 
and the illusory dreams of per- 
sonal grandeur if the reign of 
that utopia preached by religious 
and political totalitarians of 
other continents should come to 
America. These right or left 
wing fanatics, these apostles of 
totalitarian dictatorship, are 
renegades who turn against a 
glorious, substantial heritage and 
become traitors to the highest of 
civic and spiritual ideals. 

America has never been a pro- 
pitious soil for empiric propa- 
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gandists of false “isms.” Severely 
tried in the arena of many politi- 
cal battles and tested in the 
laboratory of social and spiritual 
experiments, Americanism has 
become a creative force; there- 
fore ideas detrimental to its own 
security do not readily flourish in 
its soil. They are parasitic seeds 
carried to this country by winds 
born in foreign storms. However, 
their propagation must be 
stopped before they can affect 
the vital centers of the nation. 
Once they are allowed to take 
root they destroy life. They are 
creepers which subsist only by 
clinging around the stems and 
inbibing the juices of stronger 
plants. Self-preservation is the 
first law of nature. To check 
their pernicious growth is the 
nation’s first concern. 


STANDARD OF 
CITIZENSHIP 


It was no doubt this considera- 
tion which prompted the Repub- 
licans in their party platform of 
1920 to caution the nation by 
declaring that “the standard of 
living and the standard of citi- 
zenship of a nation are its most 
precious possessions, and the 
preservation and elevation of 
those standards is the first duty 
of our Government,” and that 
“the immigration policy of the 
United States should be such as 
to ensure that the number of 
foreigners in the country at any 
one time shall not exceed that 
which can be assimilated with 
reasonable rapidity, and to favor 
immigrants whose standards are 
similar to ours.” 

It is a common experience that 
one bad fruit will corrupt the 
rest, and a malignant cancer will 
kill the whole body. 

Millions of displaced groups, 
such as the Poles, Czechs, Slo- 
vaks, Lithuanians, Latvians, 
Hungarians, Germans, Italians, 
Greeks, Russians, and Japanese, 
constitute a potential burden to 
America. Close to twelve million 
expellees in West and East Ger- 
many; more than one million 
displaced persons moved out of 
Europe under IRO auspices; 








millions of destitute refugees 
from the Iron Curtain and Indo- 
china; four million homeless 
Korean refugees, added to eight 
million expellees who were 
driven from their homes in such 
areas as the Sudetenland of 
Czechoslovakia and Silesia at the 
end of World War II; 850,000 
Arabs around the Holy Land and 
twelve million displaced people 
in India and Pakistan — a total 
of - over 38,000,000 refugees 
around the world — and ll 
would like to find their promised 
land on American shores, but 
there is no room to accommodate 
them. 

Nevertheless, a percentage of 
that population are entering 
America. Their coming to this 
soil should be a matter of most 
serious consideration, for their 
adaptation or lack of it to the 
American way of life will affect 
the destiny of this nation. 

As asserted by Kenneth L. 
Roberts in his book Why Europe 
Leaves Home, many of them will 
constitute a serious menace to 
the country. “The United States

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A DEADLY PARALLEL 






It is an indisputable fact tha 
the perpetuity of our republic 
depends upon the general intelli. 
gence and action of the people 
The well-informed are not apt 
to become the dupes of the dema. 
gogue, nor are men who af 
accustomed to think for them. 
selves willingly subjected to any 
type of tyranny. For this reason 
the diffusion of knowledge has 
ever been a primary object of the 
exertions of our government, and 
native Americans are distin 
guished for education and in 
telligence. 

Even in our primary school 
the nature of the different forms 
of government is displayed in 
able treatises; the tendency of 
each is discussed and proved 
from history; and finally a com- 
parison is instituted between 
other systems and our own. Thus 
our children early become at 
quainted with the elements of 
political science. They are bor 
and educated republicans, and 
the preservation of our system 
of government is to them an 
object of the dearest importance. 

On the other hand, the immi- 
grants contrast with us in vital 
points. It is true that America is 
essentially a land made up of 
immigrants who sought freedom 
and refuge on its shores. It is 
true that here the slave, who has 
fled from foreign despotism o 
even from the land of boasted 
liberty, breathes the air of free 
dom and finds a refuge from the 
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master who had pursued him 
sa with bloodhound and scourge.

Bp" IT IS ALSO TRUE that the 
mass of foreign population, 
with some exceptions, are not 
gurtured in democratic culture. 

Some of the immigrants, par- 
ticularly from Roman Catholic 
countries, are ignorant and be- 
lng to the backward portion of 
the communities whence they 
came. It is true that among the 
cowd of immigrants we have 
also found men of learning and 
science, but these are noticeable 
exceptions to the general rule. 
Where we have received one man 
of distinguished intellect and 
jarning, we have been overrun 
with hundreds and thousands of 
immigrants whose lack of knowl- 
edge alone would render them 
incapable of correctly estimating 
our form of government and our 
civic institutions. 

Thus these immigrants are 
easily led by an artful dema- 
gogue, and after a short dura- 
tio, they are readily admitted 
to the polls, where they throw 
the weight of their influence in 
favor of him who has best suc- 
ceeded in flattering their national 
vanity or their selfish interests. 
They array themselves as the 
supporters of the reckless indi- 
vidual ambition of selfish politi- 
tians, thus indirectly helping to 
weaken the stability of a system 
of government whose nature they 
do not understand and which 
they view through. the distorting 
medium of ignorance. 

As a distinguished student of 
this subject once said, these indi- 
viduals forget that in becoming 
American citizens they “abso- 
lutely and forever renounce all 
allegiance and fidelity to any for- 
tign country. Given a cause in 
Which to unite, they have no 
hesitation in pursuing an em- 
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phatically un-American course. 
Many of them would be over- 
joyed to embroil America in a 
war with a foreign country if by 
so doing they could further the 
interests of the country of their 
origin.” 


FLESHPOTS AND CHAINS 


The effect of extending the 
privileges of citizenship to such 
immigrants would be much more 
favorable than it is if they were 
merely ignorant of, or indifferent 
to, our institutions. But this is 
not the case. Born in countries 
where the many are the slaves 
of the few, where rulers have 
assumed the throne of hereditary 
right or superior might and a 
titled aristocracy usurp the 
places of honor and power, where 
the Church is supreme and the 
hierarchy controls the commun- 
ity and the government, they are 
imbued with a servile subjection 
to the government, laws, insti- 
tutions, and state church of their 
native country. And that sub- 
jection too often remains un- 
impaired.

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It is all too easy for the native 
American to believe that those 
who have been trampled upon by 
their fellows, burdened by ex- 
cessive taxation, crushed by 
unequal laws, and ground to the 
dust by arbitrary power, will, on 
their welcome reception to this 
happy and liberal country whose 
genius is in every particular the 
reverse of the despotism which 
they have quitted, be at once 
struck with the excellence of our 
political system and bestow upon 
it the grateful tribute of heart- 
felt admiration. 

We should suppose that the 
elevation from the state of mere 
bondsmen to that of independent 
freemen would be a transition so 
great that its advantages, and 
the excellence of the principles 
which produce it, would be obvi- 
ous to even the greatest mental 
blindness and ignorance. Yet ex- 
perience and observation teach 
us how ineradicable are the prej- 
udices and principles that are 
instilled into the mind in early 
youth and how easily the love of 
one’s native land extends itself 
to her political institutions and 
laws, however oppressive or un- 
equal they may be. It is recorded 
that even the Children of Israel, 
after their miraculous deliver- 
ance from the hands of cruel 
oppressors, yearned for the leeks 
and onions and fleshpots of 
Egypt rather than the glories of 
the promised land. 

The immigrant from a former 
kingdom, as he sighs for the 
green fields and hawthorn hedges 
of his native land, will also la- 
ment that our institutions do not 
permit him to gaze upon the 
showy equipage and gilded coro- 
nets of a wealthy nobility, or the 
splendid pageantry of kingly or 
ecclesiastical power. He cannot 
perceive the excellence of repub- 
lican equality, nor can he be 
convinced that a small minority 
are not born to command. And in 
like manner the oppressed refu- 
gee who seeks in our country 
that liberty which is denied him 
at home still longs for the anti- 
republican diets of his father- 
land.

Dr. Rood’s life has been a succession of notable achievements. In addition 
to organizing successful Bible conferences, preaching, and building churches 
in various parts of the country, he has gained wide recognition for his work 
as president of the Bible Institute of Los Angeles, editor of the “King’s Busi- 
ness,” author of a number of books, president and founder of the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship of America, organizer of the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee, and promoter of missionary enterprises such as the Western 


Hemisphere Evangelical Union. 


All apart from his public ministry, Dr. Rood has always been and contin- 
ues to be an inspiration to the ministers and believers privileged to know him. 


STRIKING CARTOON, with Un- 

cle Sam as the central figure, 
recently appeared in one of our 
daily newspapers. Beneath the 
picture were these significant 
phrases: Rugged Individualism, 
Moral Strength, Self-Reliance, In- 
tegrity. A father standing with 
his family in the distance pointed 
to Uncle Sam and the expressions 
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indicated and said, “Yes, Son, I 
knew him way back when.” 
Something has happened in 
America in recent years that 
causes concern to all our citizens 
who have the nation’s spiritual 
welfare at heart. Jeremiah when 
describing conditions in ancient 
Judah also describes conditions in 
our country. Listen to God’s in- 
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dictment delivered by Jeremiah, 
“For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me 
the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water.” 
(Jeremiah 2:13) 


We also have forsaken God and 
gone after the false gods of mod- 
ernism and materialism. We 
have lost our Vision. “Where 
there is no vision the people per 
ish.” (Prov. 29:18) In spite of 
the fact that a million Bibles are 
sold annually in our country the 
Word of God is either rejected or 
ignored by millions of our people. 
It is obvious that we must havea 
moral standard. The yardstick is 
the standard of length in Ameri 
ca. A standard yardstick is care 
fully kept in Washington, D.C. 
Suppose the length of a yardstick 
were left to the discretion of each 
individual! 

The Bible is our moral sta 
dard and we deviate from it at 
our own peril and the peril of the 
Nation. Jeremiah describes the

Man re- 
jects the Bible and becomes sinful 
not because he has a brilliant 
mind, but because he has a proud 
sinful heart.

IVE MOVEMENTS and false 
philosophies make headway be- 
cause our resistance is below par. 
tis when our physical resistance 
js down that germs have a field 
day. We are living in “times of 
lowered vitality.” Our vitality is 
low because we have failed to 
build up reserves by feeding on 
God’s Word. The remedy is pre- 
sented in Jeremiah 6:16: “Thus 
gaith the Lord, Stand ye in the 
ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and ye shall 
fnd rest for your souls.” 

What has made America the 
greatest nation on the face of the 
earth? The answer is at hand. 
Godliness, puritanism, principles, 
standards, ideals, faith in God 
and respect for His Word! The 
lost vision must be restored. We 
must seek the old paths of repen- 
tance, confession, humiliation, 
prayer, faith in and obedience to 
the Lord if we are to have peace 
and prosperity. 

A man was asked why he went 
tochurch. His answer was: “I am 
going to church to relight my 
candle at the candle of the Lord.” 
Our hope and prayer is that each 
citizen today may relight his can- 
dle at the candle of the Lord. 

Paul made a striking statement 
to Agrippa when he said, ““Where- 
upon, O King Agrippa, I was not 
disobedient to the heavenly vi- 
sion.” (Acts 26:19) Paul had the 
vision that each one of us needs. 


VISION OF SELF 


1, He had first of all a vision of 
himself. “Know thyself” was the 
ancient maxim. Oh, for the gift 
to see ourselves not only as others 
see us but as God sees us. Saul 
Was an educated, scholarly, bril- 
lant religionist. He was well 
satisfied with himself and his 
achievements until he felt the 
convicting power of the Holy 
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Spirit in his soul, and then all his 
righteousness was as filthy rags. 

Sometimes we hear warnings 
against introspection. This warn- 
ing does not seem very pertinent 
in this superficial age when the 
tendency is to take things too 
lightly. Every man of God has 
had a vision of himself that has 
led to the great transformation. 
Peter cried out, “I am a sinful 
man,” and Job _ exclaimed, 
“Wherefore I abhor myself, and 
repent in dust and ashes.” It was 
Isaiah who said, “Woe is me! 
for I am undone; because I am a 
man of unclean lips.” We do not 
hear many confessions like that 
in our day. Sins of the lips must 
be confessed. The lips reveal the 
contents of the heart. You cannot 
spill anything except what is in- 
side. We need a Pauline concep- 
tion of sin. 

Every genuine revival begins 
with a realization and acknowl- 
edgment of the exceeding sinful- 
ness of sin. We need to pray the 
prayer of the Psalmist: “Search 
me, O God, and know my heart: 
try me, and know my thoughts: 
and see if there be any wicked 
way in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting.” (Ps. 139:23- 
24) 

Is it hard to forgive? Do you 
gossip? Do you carry a grudge? 
Are you jealous? Some people 
handle the truth carelessly. You 
can lie by innuendo and even by 
the shrug of a shoulder. Is there 
pride in your heart? Are there 
secret sins in the realm of motive 
and desire? Is your heart pure? 
“Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God.” (Matt. 
5:8) Can you expect answers to 
your prayers? “If I regard in- 
iquity in my heart, the Lord will 
not hear me.” (Ps. 66:18) 

We must break with sin. We 
must repent and confess. We must 
be honest with God. Our indivi- 
dual and national well-being de- 
pend upon our having God’s view- 
point and attitude toward sin. 
“If we confess our sins, He is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” (I John 1:9) 
God is willing to forgive, forget 
and cleanse when we in penitence 
and faith turn to Him.

VISION OF CHRIST 


2. Paul had a vision of Christ, 
and that is our paramount need. 
The cry of Job’s heart was: “Oh 
that I knew where I might find 
Him! that I might come even to 
His seat!” (Job 23:3) “Sir, we 
would see Jesus,” was the expres- 
sion that came from lips of a 
group of Greeks who thereby re- 
vealed the hunger of their own 
hearts as well as the deep-rooted 
hunger of every heart. 

Sin does not satisfy. This world 
does not and cannot give any 
abiding satisfaction to the heart 
of man. Man is not normal apart 
from God. Paul found it hard to 
kick against the goads and all sin- 
ners discover ultimately that 
there is no rest for the wicked, 
that the way of the transgressor 
is hard and that the wages of sin 
is death. 

Listen to the confession made 
by Job: “I have heard of Thee by 
the hearing of the ear: but now 
mine eye seeth Thee.” (Job 42:5) 
Isaiah also could ‘say, “I saw... 
the Lord,” and again, “Mine eyes 
have seen the King.” Paul had 
this vision and his life was trans- 
formed. He saw the resurrected 
and ascended Lord and life was 
never the same again. Yes, Paul 
met Jesus and it was the greatest 
day of his life. The Holy Spirit 
has directed that this marvelous 
story of Paul’s conversion should 
be recorded three times in the 
book of Acts, which is an indica- 
tion of the importance of the 
event. 


‘Ts DAY OF PAUL’S regeneration 

was one of the greatest days 
in the history of the church. If 
Paul had not been converted, we 
would not have had the fourteen

CALENDAR MONOPOLY 


Such is the power and influence 
attributed to the Virgin Mary. 
But that influence is not limited 
to her supposed activities in heav- 
en. A glance at the Roman 
Catholic calendar and the days 
and months dedicated to her 
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would almost convince one that 
the Roman Catholic Church is in 
truth the Marian Church and that 
Christ and Christianity have been 
virtually banished and forgotten. 
Consider the following days set 
apart in honor of the humble 
maid of Nazareth: 

Purification of the Virgin Mary 
(February 2); Annunciation 
(March 25) ; Visitation (July 2) ; 
Assumption (August 15) ; Nativi- 
ty (September 8); Holy Name 
(September 12) ; and Immaculate 
Conception (December 8)—seven 
sacred days in all, each of which 
is considered holy for eight days, 
making a total of fifty-six days in 
a year. 

To the Virgin Mary are dedi- 
cated all the Saturdays in a year, 
or fifty-two days. 

The month of May is the month 
of Our Blessed Mother ; the month 
of August is dedicated to the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary; the 
month of September, to the Queen 
of Martyrs; the month of Octo- 
ber, to the Queen of the Holy 
Rosary—a total of 123 days. 

The nine weeks before Christ- 
mas are called the Motherhood of 
the Virgin Mary, making sixty- 
three days. 

The seven weeks after Easter 
are the Seven Beatitudes of the 
Virgin Mary, or forty-nine days. 

Other holy days include: Be- 
trothal of the Virgin Mary; 
Maternity of the Virgin Mary; 
Sacrifice of the Virgin Mary; Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary; Presen- 
tation of the Virgin Mary; Seven 
Sorrows of the Virgin Mary; the 
Virgin Mary of Mount Carmel; 
the Virgin Mary of Good Advice; 
the Virgin Mary of Ransom; the 
Virgin Mary of Lourdes; the Vir- 
gin Mary of Guadalupe; the Help- 
ing Virgin Mary; and the Virgin 
Mary of the Snows, a total of 
thirteen days. 

The cumulative total represents 
almost a year of days, though it 
must be pointed out that some of 
these are coincident. The Virgin 
Mary figures so prominently in 
Roman Catholic dogma and de- 

votion that she is considered at 
once Queen of heaven, mother of 
God, bride of the Holy Spirit, and 
intercessor, whose prayers reach 
even into hell. 
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OUTSIDE MARY, 
NO SALVATION 


In his encyclical of February 2, 
1840, Pope Pius IX said, “Our sal- 
vation is founded on the Virgin 
Mary from that time God central- 
ized in her the fulness of good- 
ness; so, if there is any hope of 
spiritual comfort, it comes only 
from her.” Christ is forced into 
the background. For the Roman 
Catholic, the Lord Jesus has no 
meaning except in the company 
of the Virgin Mary; therefore, he 
sings, “Blessed Mary, mother of 
grace, let me not die in sin with- 
out repentance. May my last 
words be, ‘Jesus, Joseph, Mary.’ ” 
Or, “I have chosen for my pro- 
tection Jesus, Mary, St. Ann. 
Whatsoever may come, this rela- 
tion is my hope.” In the Loretan 
Litany, Catholics sing about the 
Virgin Mary, “Thou golden dome, 
ark of the covenant, gate of heav- 
en, morning star, tower of ivory, 
queen of the angels, refuge of the 
sad, helper of Christians, mother 
of God’s grace.” 
~ By order of Pope Leo XIII, the 
priest is supposed to pray daily 
with the people after the mass 
three times, “Hail Mary” and 
“Hail Queen,” and a prayer to 
St. Michael. The Lord’s Prayer 
he recites only on Sunday, as if 
the Roman Catholic did not need 
God during the week: the Virgin 
Mary is sufficient. 

On the eighth of December, 
1854, Pope Pius IX proclaimed 
the Immaculate Conception of the 
Virgin Mary, saying, “this means 
that the Virgin Mary was con- 
ceived immaculately in the womb 
of her mother, St. Ann.” Thus has 
the Roman Catholic Church fallen 
deeply from the truth into a 
morass of error, through the ef- 
forts of the Jesuits and Francis- 
cans. 

One of the greatest and saddest 
errors in the Roman Church is 
the veneration of miraculous pic- 
tures and statues representing the 
Virgin Mary, a practice closely 
related to paganism. The church 
teaches that the Virgin Mary has 
selected certain places, pictures, 
and statues and that in connection 

with them she bestows special 
spiritual graces and performs

MARY, FASHION QUEEN 


In Czechoslovakia one may see 
processions walking to Svata Ho- 
ra (Holy Mountain). They walk 
many miles, with knapsacks on 
their backs, singing: 


“The whole year was I waiting 

Till the month of May was 
coming 

To have a chance to see you 

On Holy Mount to adore you, 

Maria, O Maria, O Virgin 
Maria.” 


On the Holy Mount and every- 
where else are tent shops selling 
wax heads, hands, legs, eyes, 
hearts, cows, calves, pigs, and so 
on. When someone is sick he buys 
these wax offerings and places 
them on a table on which stands 
a little figure or picture repre- 
senting the Virgin Mary. If some- 
one has a sick cow, he buys a 
wax cow and offers it to the Vir- 
gin Mary. Many pilgrims creep 
to the top of the mountain on 
their knees, as if they were crawl- 
ing to Moloch, who devoured 
little children, and whom God ab- 
horred. 

The Jesuits made out of Mary 
a patroness and goddess of wo- 
man’s frippery and vanity. They 
dress statues of the Virgin with 
expensive dresses. At Christmas 
she wears a white dress, at Easter 
yellow, at Whitsuntide red, and 
during Lent blue. On her head 
they place costly crowns. 

The church trust the Virgin 
Mary far more than Jesus Christ. 
St. Bernard saw in a dream a lad- 
der reaching into heaven. People 
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were climbing up but were falling 
down constantly until the Virgin 
Mary appeared and, as in the 

of the murderer Janecek, 
stretched out her hand and helped 
them to reach heaven. 


MARY, MARY, 
QUITE CONTRARY 


When in November, 1918, a 
large crowd of people tore down 
the triumphant Marian column on 
the city square of Prague, the 
Roman Catholic press stated that 
those who tore it down blas- 
phemed the mother of God. How- 
ever, the fact is that the Roman 
Church herself blasphemes the 
Virgin Mary. 

In memory of the defeat of the 
Czech nation by the Roman Cath- 
olic army of Ferdinand II of Aus- 
tria in 1620 on White Mountain 
near Prague, Pope Gregory XV 
proclaimed November 8 a holy 
day of the Triumphant Virgin 
Mary. On May 8, 1622, the same 
pope ordered the picture of the 
Triumphant Virgin Mary placed 
in Santa Maria Maggiore Church 
in Rome; a copy of the picture 
was brought to Prague. On April 
25, 1623, Emperor Ferdinand II 
laid the cornerstone for a new 
church on White Mountain dedi- 
cated to the Triumphant Virgin 
Mary. To this place the Jesuits 
led the defeated Czech people to 
thank the Victorious Virgin Mary 
for conquering their own nation. 
And to this day, August 15 and 
November 8 are celebrated on 
White Mountain as days of the 
Triumphant Virgin Mary. 

Is this not blasphemy of the 
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“WE simply do not adore her,” 
wrote Giles Loughlin, O. 
Carm., in an article entitled “Why 
Protestants Object to Mary” in 
the Roman Catholic publication 
Mary (January-February 1955). 
The article followed close upon 
the heels of the so-called “Marian 
Year,” during which superlative 
laudations were multiplied to add 
glory to Mary. 
The Roman Church does not 
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Roman Catholic Virgin Mary? 
Would she go into a battle and 
shed innocent blood? The defeat 
of the Czech nation, execution of 
all Czech senators and leaders, 
confiscation of property, bringing 
the nation into poverty, all this 
was done by the merits of the 
Triumphant Virgin Mary. 

When, later, Roman Catholic 
Emperor Joseph II visited Prague 
and saw crowds making a pil- 
grimage to the White Mountain, 
he said, “What an oak-stupidity— 
a nation thanking the Virgin 
Mary for losing the battle and 
everything with it!” Did not this 
noble-minded emperor understand 
that it was blasphemy? When the 
Catholic pilgrims meet on White 
Mountain, where thousands of 
bones of massacred men are de- 
caying, people dance, drink, and 
gamble. Not even savage nations 
would dance on the graves of 
their fathers. 


DOES GOD HAVE 
A MOTHER? 


The Virgin Mary has power 
not only in heaven, but also over 
hell fire. Whoever wants to be 
protected against hell fire, let him 
buy a scapular. 

The Virgin Mary herself as- 
sertedly dedicated the scapular to 
the order of Carmelites, namely, 
to the sixth general of the order 
of St. Simon Stock. The scapular 
consists of two cotton squares, 
like two little pictures, connected 
by a tape (lace). One square is 
worn over the breast and the oth- 
er over the back. Whoever dies 
with this scapular shall not enter

like to think that Protestants are 
prevented from uniting with her 
because her teachings are too ex- 
treme. Understanding the impor- 
tance of this, Cardinal Gibbons 
said: “And yet the admirers of 
Mary’s exalted virtues can scarce- 
ly celebrate her praises without 
being accused in certain quarters 
of Mariolatry.”* Accordingly, 
Rome has compromised her stand- 
ard authorities in order to ap- 


into hell fire. To this day only 
the Carmelites have the right to 
consecrate the scapulars. Is it not 
a comfortable religion? 


It is interesting to see the in- 
side of the Roman Catholic 
Church. The altar with the pic- 
ture of Jesus Christ is virtually 
unobserved, while the Marian al- 
tar is full of flowers and orna- 
ments, and many Marian wor- 
shipers come and kneel before it. 
The Roman Catholic Church has 
made of the mother of Christ a 
pagan goddess, and it is in truth 
a Marian Church. 

The Holy Scriptures speak of 
the Virgin Mary as the mother of 
Jesus. She was a woman highly 
favored of God, and we pay her 
great regard. But we do not know 
her as the mother of God. God 
cannot have a mother! We do not 
worship the mother of Jesus. She 
is not omniscient; in fact, she did 
not always understand her Son. 
(Luke 2:48; Matthew 12:46-50; 
John 2:1-5) She does not see us, 
does not know us. There is not 
one word in the Holy Scriptures 
about the mother of God or about 
Mary being the queen of heaven. 
The Lord Jesus taught His dis- 
ciples (and us) to go to the Fa- 
ther: “Our Father, who art in 
heaven.” 

“Well,” said one patriarch of 
Constantinople, “does God have a 
mother? Then paganism is justi- 
fied for introducing mothers of 
gods.” 

The Marian cult is the most 
convincing evidence that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in fact is 
neither Christian nor Biblical.

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Catholics to Commemorate 
Labor Encyclical 


Plans are in the making for a 
nation-wide observance of a sil- 
ver jubilee to be held next year, 
twenty-five years after the publi- 
cation by Pope Pius XI, in 1931, 
of the encyclical “Quadragesimo 
Anno” — or the fortieth year 
(that is, from the issuance of an- 
other encyclical on labor unions 
by Leo XIII on May 15, 1891). 
The encyclicals support trade 
unionism. The Association of 
Catholic Trade Unionists, which 
is sponsoring the celebration, 
will hold a special jubilee service 
on May 15. 


Brazil Bans “Martin Luther" Film 


Brazil is the fifth country to 
ban “Martin Luther,” a documen- 
tary film on the Protestant Refor- 
mation. The other governments 
that have refused to allow show- 
ings of the film are those of the 
Philippines, Peru; Egypt and the 
Province of Quebec. Robert E. A. 
Lee, executive secretary of the 
Lutheran Church Productions, 
Inc., who reported the above-men- 
tioned ban, also said that “if ad- 
ditional attempts to secure per- 
mission for theatre showings fail, 
we will then have to turn to other 
means of getting this important 
motion picture to the people of 
Brazil.”

Battle over Bingo Continues 


Opposition to legalized bingo or 
any other forms of gambling was 
reaffirmed by the Protestant 
Council of the City of New York 
last October 21. An informal poll 
of 150 members resulted in an 
overwhelming vote in favor of 
continuing the fight against all 
games of chance. 


Fear of Facts? 


The Senate Subcommittee on 
Constitutional Rights first post- 
poned hearings on the guarantee 
of religious freedom under the 
Bill of Rights and then finally 
canceled them altogether. Sena- 
tor Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., 
Chairman of the Subcommittee, 
declared that his group will gar- 
ner whatever information there 
is on the matter from the written 
replies to questionnaires that 
have been distributed.

Union Suit 


In another attempt at uniting 
the Eastern Church with the 
Western, Pope Pius XII addresgeq 
a letter to Abbot Isidore Croce of 
the ancient Byzantine-Rite Mon. 
astery of Grottaferrata near 
Frascati, west of Rome. The 
monks there are commemorating 
the ninth centenary of the demise 
of St. Bartholomew of Rossano, 
who succeeded Grottaferrata’s 
founder, Saint Nilus. (Grotta- 
ferrata is the only Byzantine-Rite 
monastery that has remained in 
unbroken communion with the 
Western Church from ancient 
time.) 

In his letter the Pope urged all 
schismatics (viz., those of the 
Eastern Church not in union with 
Rome) to return to the Roman 
Church, assuring them that they 
have nothing to fear from an “ar- 
dently hoped for and necessary 
restoration of unity.” 

The Pontiff declared that the 
commemoration evokes thoughts 
of that unity between the Eastern 
and Western Churches now bro- 
ken for almost a thousand years— 
“that ancient unity untouched by 
dissension during which the 
Greeks were not separated from 
the Roman Church but were un- 
der the rule and magisterium of 
Christ’s Vicar of men and with 
her one flock.” 

Students of Christian history 
are well aware how far-fetched 
these last words of the Pope are. 
There was no unity of organiza- 
tion under one head. For at least 
three centuries each church in 
every city had its own bishop, 
autonomous and _ independent 
from every other. The bishops of 
Rome, because of political pre- 
eminence, gradually assumed com- 
plete power over the other 
churches, thus imposing on them 
a form of unity more apparent 
than real. 
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Numbers Game 

There are 480,000,000 Roman 
Catholics in the world, according 
to an estimate by Canadian Abbe 
Adrien Bouffard, published in a 
Reuters dispatch from Vatican 
City. The figures were broken 
down as follows: Europe, 230,- 
900,000 Roman Catholics; North 
and South America, 199,000,000; 
Asia, 31,000,000; Africa, 17,000,- 
000; and Oceania, 2,500,000. By 
countries, the report indicates 
that Brazil has the most Roman 
Catholics, or 48,000,000; Italy is 
next with 47,500,000, and France 
follows with 35,000,000. 

The world total of Roman 
priests was estimated at 362,000, 
with 246,000 of them in Europe. 
Of these, Italy has 60,000 priests, 
the highest of any country. 
France follows with 51,000, the 
United States with 44,000, Spain 
with 31,000, Germany with 
%,000, and Canada with 13,000. 


Jesuits Man the Oars 


On the occasion of the celebra- 
tion commemorating the fourth 
centenary of the death of Ignatius 
leyola, founder of the Society of 
Jesus (Jesuit Order), the Pope, 
ina letter to the Very Reverend 
John B. Janssens, present General 
of the Jesuits, hailed the latter as 
‘helpers against the tempests 
which threaten the Bark of Pe- 
ter.” He also asked them to con- 
tinue as “ensigns of God’s king- 
ship,” and expressed his desire 
that the Roman Church, as in the 
past, might continue to avail her- 
self of their strength. 

In the past history of Europe, 
the Jesuits were in reality politi- 
tal sycophants, exerting great in- 
fluence over kings and princes. 


Catholic Encroachment in Wales 


Encroachment of the Church 
of Rome on a Protestant com- 
Munity has been viewed with 
alarm by the Free Church Coun- 


til of Ruabon, North Wales, 
which has made a protest against 
allocation of land for a Catholic 
church there. Infiltration of Ro- 
Manism into thoroughly Protes- 
tant communities is going on 
apace here and abroad.

Knights of Columbus Gain 


Supreme Knight Luke E. Hart 
of the Knights of Columbus de- 
clared recently that membership 
at the present time is the largest 
it has ever been in the seventy- 
three years of its existence. There 
are now 3,506 councils in the 
United States, Canada, Cuba, 
Mexico and the Philippines, with 
a total membership of 929,996 
knights. Less calculable but none- 
theless significant has been the 
recent gain in influence and pres- 
tige, chiefly through the medium 
of clever advertising. 


Evangelical Colporteurs in Ireland 


The superintendent of the Irish 
Mission of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland issued a circu- 
lar letter in which are found the 
following interesting and infor- 
mative items: 

“Though the Church of Rome 
was never stronger as an organi- 
zation than it is today in Ireland, 
it is clear that the Roman Church 
has not got the same hold on 
many of its adherents it once had. 
The ties which bind many to it 
are weakening. The colporteurs 
all expressed their surprise at the 
number of Roman Catholics who 
tell them they are listening to the 
religious services from Radio 
Luxemburg as well as the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. There 
is practically no opposition from 
the people to our work, but ma>v 
are willing to buy and read the 
Word of God. One colporteur re- 
ported selling over 5,000 copies 
of the Scriptures to Roman Cath- 
olics in the past eleven months.” 


Mary: High and Mighty 


It has become evident beyond 
all dispute that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church finds in Mary the pro- 
tector and patroness of every as- 
pect of life, from the depths of 
the sea to the reaches of heaven. 
(See Candle of the Month.) Hard- 
ly any avenue of endeavor is with- 
out.its chapel or shrine dedicated 
to Our Lady. In fact, it would 
seem that the mushrooming of 
such monuments across the lati- 
tudes of this country has almost 
become a form of compulsion in 


the Marian Church. 

One of the latest is the Chapel 
of Our Lady of the Skies, dedi- 
cated on October 29 at Idlewild 
Airport in New York. The chapel, 
with its illuminated cross, stands 
next in height to Idlewild’s con- 
trol tower, which is the equivalent 
of an eleven-story building. 

Father Walter Missbach, chap- 
lain of the Airport Catholic Guild, 
appeared surprisingly uninform- 
ed of American history when he 
explained to visitors that “There 
is a tendency on the part of some 
to regard God as an illegal en- 
trant in America.” By way of 
correcting any such illusion, 
“This building will serve to dis- 
prove that fallacy which would 
separate God and country,” he 
added significantly. 


Communists Court Catholics 


Early in the fall of this year 
the Communist Party in Italy 
started a special drive to win over 
many Catholics to their ranks to 
promote the policy of peaceful co- 
existence. L’Unita, the Commu- 
nist newspaper, called upon the 
party’s two million members to 
pay special heed to the “Catholic 
masses” as a result of the recent 
Big Four Conference in Geneva. 
It was stated that “ferments and 
trends” exist among Catholics 
that “must be linked to the peo- 
ple’s great movement for peace.” 


Judge Hubert Delany, a Negro, 
and devoted member of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, ren- 
dered distinguished service as a 
judge of the Domestic Relations 
Court in New York City over a 
period of thirteen years. Not- 
withstanding this fact, and the 
strongest possible support for re- 
appointment from such groups as 
the Bar Association, the Welfare 
and Health Council, composed of 
374 welfare agencies and the Citi- 
zens Union, Mayor Wagner de- 
clined to approve his reappoint- 
ment.

Since I 
knew nothing about the Bible, its 
chapters and verses, I sat there 
for a good while looking for the 
text. When at last I found it, I 
read it over and over. It was 
right.

It was because I 
accepted it as Truth. I did not 
fight against it but believed it, 
and so I had peace. 


FTER that I did not think any 

more about it. The text no 
longer bothered me, and I kept on 
doing the same things I had al- 
ways done. I was not yet a new 
creature in Christ. 

More time passed. Again I felt 
that strong desire to read the 
little red book to see what more 
exciting things I could find. Again 
behind locked doors I began to 
read the New Testament. The 
more I read, the more I became 
convinced that the Bible was the 
Truth and that its teachings 
would bring me life eternal in 
Christ Jesus. I was also con- 
vinced that the teachings of the 
Holy Roman Catholic Church 
would not give me eternal life and 
that they were not in accord with 








the divine and powerful Word of 
God 


As I came under conviction, I 
was confronted with what to me 
was a great problem. How could 
I leave the Roman Catholic 
Church? What would my mother 
think? And my father, and my 
sisters, and my friends? In addi- 
tion, I had not forgotten the aw- 
ful words and threatenings of the 
priest. I faced a real dilemma. / 
believed in the Bible, but I was 
afraid to get out of the Catholic 
Church. 

And so I made a proposition to 
myself. I said, “I know what I’ll 
do. I will keep on going to Mass 
so that the people will see me 
there, and I will keep on reading 
the Bible here at home, and no 
one will ever know the differ- 
ence.” . 

I began to do just that. I read 
the Bible at home and went to 
Mass, first one, then the other, 
back and forth. It seemed as if 
the Word of God and the Roman 
Church were in some kind of race 
for the possession of my soul. 

Then one day, in the winter of 
1943, as I was reading of how the 
Lord gave Moses the Ten Com- 
mandments on the Mount, an- 
other scripture hit me like a bolt 
of lightning. The Holy Spirit 
stamped the following words on 
my heart and mind: “Thou shalt 
have no other gods before Me. 
Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or any likeness 
of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the water un- 
der the earth: thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them, nor serve 
them: for I the Lord thy God am 
a jealous God. . .” (Ex. 20:4, 5) 

The following Sunday, with 
these words fresh in my mind, I 
-told my husband I wanted to go 
to Mass. Though I did not know 
it at the moment, this was to be 
the last time I would ever go to 
“Holy Mass.”

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The Roman Church 
in Europe Today

Is the Roman Catholic Church as strong as ever in Europe? 
How powerful is the Pope today? 


Are the Jesuits still considered 


the “power behind the throne” 2? Who was responsible 
for turning the tide against the French worker-priests? 
Is Protestantism capitulating to Roman doctrines? 
The Rev. Guiton of Courbevoie, France, 


one of the vice presidents 


of the International Council of Christian Churches, 
gives some pertinent answers in the following report, 


presented last August at the 


Scandinavian Evangelical Conference held in Sweden. 


T IS, INDEED, most useful to 
study Roman Catholicism in 
Europe today. No doubt, Roman- 
ism is everywhere the same, all 
over the world; but we must nev- 
er forget that Romanism comes 
from Rome, that Rome is its offi- 
cial headquarters, more active and 
therefore more dangerous than 
ever. We cannot give here in this 
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short sketch all the information 
we possess on this point, but we 
can declare, without any possible 
hesitation, that the pope is much 
more powerful than a century 
ago. His orders are obeyed with- 
out discussion by the great major- 
ity of the clergy. 

In France, in the days of Louis 
XIV, there was a sort of national 
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¥ 
movement led by Bossuet a 

called Gallicanism; such a ( 

ment exists no more. When Pop 
Pius XII was elected, he saith 
“The hour of the church hg 
struck.” He could have said: “Th 
hour of the pope has struck.” — 

We have on our desk a book 
written wy Bessieres, a Jesuit 
father, with this significant title: 
The Ascensions of Popery. These 
“ascensions” have risen to sucha 
height that they are reaching t 
tal devotion to the pope, very 
close to adoration. More thay 
ever, especially in Europe, the 
pope is considered, according t 
the words of the catechism, as 
“taking the place of Jesus Christ 
on earth; he has supreme and 
full power in Faith and Morals 
over each and every Pastor and 
his flock.” ' 

Please notice that Father Beg. 
sieres, who exalts with delight the 
sovereignty of the pope, is a Jesu. 
it. It can also be said with cer. 
tainty that the “ascensions of 
popery” are at the same time the 
ascensions of the Jesuits. They 
have never been so powerful as 
they are nowadays. We all know 
that in the past they have often 
been expelled by governments 
afraid of their pernicious influ 
ence ; they have even been ordered 
by a pope (in the eighteenth cen- 
tury) to stop their activities. But 
now they triumph without any 
serious opposition within their 
church. In fact, more and more 
they rule the whole body, especial 
ly in Europe, and they are able to 
crush without any mercy all those 
congregations, priests, and even 
bishops who dare to resist their 
will. 

Recently they obtained the dis- 
grace of several leading Domini- 
cans, and they are mainly respon- 
sible for the suppression of 4 
Catholic review, La Quinzaine, 
just as they are responsible for 
the widely reported uproar over 
their partially successful attempts 
to halt the activities of the French 
worker-priests. 





























































































IN THE SHADOW OF ROME 














A very interesting book pub 
lished this year in French by 
Pierre Dominique, La politique 
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des jesuites (The Policy of the 
Jesuits), shows plainly that the 
so-called “Company of Jesus” is 

tically almighty in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The author 

so far as to say the follow- 
ing: “Never have the Jesuits for- 
saken Rome. Their history shows 
ys also that since their return, 
and even more since 1870 and the 
Vatican Council of that year, 
which is their personal triumph, 
they have kept close in the shad- 
ow of Rome; and that their policy 
is absolutely one with the policy 
of Rome.” (p. 250) 

We have been informed that in 
the Vatican itself Pius XII is 
gurrounded by Jesuits. His con- 
fessor is a Jesuit. On the floor 
beneath his own floor several 
Jesuits are working day and 
night to survey every detail of 
the pope’s life and to take note 
of all his visitors, at least those of 
importance. Not only that, but it 
is said that these vigilant guar- 
dians are the real authors of the 
many speeches given by the pope 
all during the year. 

We do not have space enough 
here to expound all we know 
about the numerous attempts of 
Rome, and especially of the Jesu- 
its, to invade and win countries, 
chiefly Protestant ones, in Eu- 
rope by means of able propagan- 
da, private contacts with some 
ecumenical leaders, publications, 
meetings, diplomatic relations, 
and even the purchase of useful 
properties or buildings, particu- 
larly in Great Britain and Switz- 
erland (in Zurich and Geneva). 

And last but not least, as in the 
past, the Roman Catholic Church 
has wherever possible used perse- 
cuting methods, as for example in 
Spain—in spite of the title of the 
1955 Lent sermons of Father Ri- 
quet in Paris: “The Church, 
School of Liberty”! 


“ALWAYS THE SAME”’ 


It is often said, especially in 
ecumenical circles, that the Ro- 
man Church is mending itself by 
going back to the Bible and that 
soon it will not be very far from 
evangelical teaching. This asser- 
tion is most false and misleading. 
No doubt, the Bible is more wide- 
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ly read in Catholic circles than it 
was fifty years ago, and we re- 
joice in this fact. But our joy is 
far from complete, because the 
Bibles printed under Roman Cath- 
olic control are all provided with 
pro-Roman notes; they all contain 
in the Old Testament the Apoc- 
ryphal Books, which the Jesuiti- 
cally led Council of Trent in the 
sixteenth century declared in- 
spired, as well as the accepted 
canonical Scriptures. 

Moreover, the Roman Church 
proclaims that the whole of Cath- 
olic tradition is divinely inspired 
as well as the Scriptures. And 
how we can forget that the Ro- 
man Church has bitterly con- 
demned all Protestant transla- 
tions of the Bible, even going so 
far as to burn these Bibles and— 
worst of all—to burn their read- 
ers? 

Above all, it is plain that the 
cardinal doctrines and methods of 
Rome are still in direct opposition 
to the marvelous Message of the 
Bible. More than ever, by its 
dreadful conception of meritori- 
ous deeds, sufferings, and penan- 
ces, by its exaltation of human 
mediation, by its idolatrous wor- 
ship of Mary, Rome is forsaking 
and denying the Gospel of salva- 
tion through faith in Christ, our 
only Lord and Saviour, and the 
only Head of the Church—the 
Church He Himself has been 
building throughout the ages by 
the work of His Spirit. 


The Roman Church is always 
the same, by its own declara- 
tion: semper eadem. And how 
could it change and mend, since it 
has claimed, and now claims more 
than ever, that it is infallible and 
that God Himself speaks when 
the pope speaks. 


MARY’S BLUE ARMY 


We have just mentioned the 
worship of Mary. We possess im- 
portant documentation on this in- 
vasion of idolatry which is one of 
the main characteristics of recent 
years—owing, in large measure, 
to Jesuitical influence. It was un- 
der that influence that Pius XII 
proclaimed, on November 1, 1951, 
the dogma of the assumption of 
Mary; that he dedicated 1953 as 


the Marian Year; and that, more 
recently, he issued an encyclical 
(Ad coeli Reginam) which states: 
“We proclaim and institute the 
feast of Mary Queen which will 
be celebrated in the whole world 
on May 31.” 

Perhaps the worst form of 
mariolatry, also due primarily to 
the Jesuits, is revealed in the for- 
mation of what is called the Blue 
Army, founded in 1947 by an 
American priest, Harold Colgan, 
but especially powerful in Eu- 
rope, mainly Germany and 
France. In France its principal 
leader, Abbe Richard, is also— 
mark this detail—the leader of 
the so-called Mouvement pour 
Vunite (Movement for Unity), so 
dear to a large number of ecu- 
menical Protestants. 


This Blue Army already num- 
bers several. million members, 
who promise to obey the alleged 
orders of Mary when she appeared 
at Fatima (Portugal). The chief 
aim is the conversion of Russia, 
which Mary is said to be prepared 
to grant shortly to the world, pro- 
vided men worship “Her Immac- 
ulate Heart.” This new form of 
Roman Catholic propaganda will 
prove, no doubt, a tremendous im- 
petus for intolerance and pagan 
superstition, and a new threat to 
all our Bible churches, not only in 
Europe but in the whole world. 
Under the pretence of honoring 
the great mystery of the Incarna- 
tion of our Lord, these men are 
trying to spread the worst form 
of deification of a creature, the 
worst form of exaltation of a 
woman, called Queen of Heaven 
and Earth, and even Co-Redemp- 
trix, as if she were part of the 
Divine Person. 


BEHIND PROTESTANT LINES 


But the greatest danger for the 
cause of Truth and Liberty, for 
the glory of our Saviour and 
King, and, therefore, for the sal- 
vation of precious souls and the 
honor of Christianity, comes from 
the many infiltrations within 
Protestant circles of Roman doc- 
trines and methods. All over Eu- 
rope we are being more or less 
invaded by the notion of human 
salvation through human means, 
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human mediations, human author- 
ities. The so-called Revival of 
Liturgy, of sacramental life, is 
nothing else than the Roman 
Catholic exaltation of Baptism 
and Holy Communion as neces- 
sary to salvation, cleverly spread 
within Protestantism. 

And this terrible peril, added 
to the modernist tragedy, is main- 
ly due, we must say, to the ecu- 
menical movement, which more 
and more imitates Rome, before 
leading us to Rome. 

Thank God, we know how to 
resist, to fight, and to win, not 
by relying in any way on carnal 
weapons or on methods similar to 
those we justly vondemn, but by 
the power of God’s Spirit, and in 
entire obedience to His Holy 
Word. 


We look with joy and confi- 
dence to the future, for Christ is 
still mighty to save, and soon 
Christ is coming again. END

and get ready for his own Sun- 
day School, I left for Mass. 

The church I attended had al- 
ways been my church.

HEN WE DO COME in that at-

What may prove to be the most 
important social upheaval on this 
continent since the Mexican revo- 
lution is taking place in Canada’s 
French-language province of Que- 
bec . . . Men whose Catholicism 
is unquestioned are defying their 
priests, priests are defying their 
bishops, and bishops are defying 
each other as the people who 
dream of a reborn Quebec and 
those who want things to remain 
as they always were strive for the 
soul of French Canada... 

Within the church the struggle 
between the “progressives” and 
the old guard is bitter, but it is 
seldom permitted to appear above 
the surface. On the one side are 
the younger clergy, particulariy 
the priests in urban parishes, the 
lay intellectuals, and urban work- 
ers.

... attributed much of the change 
in outlook to the influence of Que- 
bee students who, emerging from 
their isolation to study in Eng- 
lish-language universities, were 
exposed for the first time to Prot- 
estantism. They learned what a 
vital and dynamic force it is, and 
the extent to which it has molded 
American civilization .. . 


“We had been taught that the 
world was no more than the ante- 
room to heaven, that we must 
dwell only on spiritual things, 
that ambition was vain, and to 
crave worldly success was a sin,” 
a Catholic college professor re- 
marked. “The Protestant belief 
is that worldly success is a re- 
ward of Providence to be sought 
after. Because of this difference 
in our attitudes we lagged behind 
English Canada in material prog- 
ress. Now we are teaching that 
God gave us our talents, whatever 
they are, to be used.” 

The religious reformation has 
had its effect on church achitec- 
ture. The new churches are un- 
ostentatious, warm, and simple. 
Only by a life-sized crucifix over 
the altar and the stations of the 
cross on the wall can some of 
them by distinguished from a 
Protestant church... 

Laval is a Pontifical college, 
under the control of the Archdio- 
cese of Quebec, and most of its 
teaching staff are priests. Its 
faculty of social sciences based its 
teachings on the social encyclicals 
of the Popes, but its interpreta- 


































































tion of them was so radical that 
before long it was being branded 
as a hotbed of communism. In ap 
attempt to bring it into line, the 
Duplessis government stopped its 
grants. Since about half the 
French-language clergy pass 
through Laval or a Laval-affili- 
ated classical college, there de 
veloped by the end of the wara 
numerous and cohesive corps of 
young priests who were convinced 
that the social order was all 
wrong and who believed they 
knew how to correct it. 
“Quebec is in the eye of the 
hurricane right now,” an editor 
friend said. “For the moment 
there is calm, but tremendous 
forces are building up. Terrible 
things may happen if they get out 
of control, wonderful things if 
they are properly directed. But 
whatever happens, Quebec is go 
ing to be changed. That is cer 
tain.”

Monsignor Bueno Monreal, 
Bishop of Vittoria, came to Se- 
ville on the third of November 
during an absence of Cardinal 
Segura. He summoned the chap- 
ter to the cathedral capitulary 
and before an audience, mute 
with surprise, read a letter in 
which the Pope in accord with the 
government at Madrid, had desig- 
nated him on the second of No- 
vember as the coadjutor of the 


Archbishop; that is, actually, his 
successor. Such procedure is ex- 
tremely rare, but, since a decree 
of Boniface VIII in 1298, popes 
have had recourse to it when they 
think a prelate, because of age or 
ill health, is unable longer to ful- 
fill the functions of his office. This 
nomination of Msgr. Monreal con- 
secrates the disgrace of Cardinal 
Segura. Nothing remains for him 
but to resign himself to it “in the 
silence of his charity.” 
Journalists see in this unusual 
event a victory of Franco over 
the haughty Segura, who often 
annoyed him. Here was a diplo- 
matic maneuver of the Vatican.

second, disgrace of their principal 
enemy, the instigator of all their 
hardships, Cardinal Segura. The 
effectual fervent prayer of the 
righteous still accomplishes much.

ing to adoration of Mary. Adora- 
tion is honor given because of 
divine excellence; it is clearly due 
to God alone. They are wrong in 
objecting to Catholic adoration of 
Mary: we simply do not adore 
her; and we are certain that she 
would be the first to object if one 
were to do such a foolish, hereti- 
cal thing.” (Italics added) 

The magazine Mary asserts 
that “adoration is honor given be- 
cause of divine excellence.” The 
term divine is repeatedly given to 
Mary in the writings of the au- 
thorized teachers of the Roman 
Church. We mention a few: 

“Hear how the echoes of Cath- 
olic history for eighteen hundred 
years repeat the matchless name 
of Mary, and proclaim, as ‘with 
the noise of a great trumpet,’ 
(Isaias 27:13) the grandeur, the 
merits, the power of that divine 
mother ...To thee, then, O divine 
Mary, I give up my mind, my 
heart...” 

In the work just quoted, which 
bears the authority of “John, 
Archbishop of New York,” we 
further read: “Thus it is that the 
holy doctors of the Church are 
prodigal in their expressions of 
praise and homage towards this 
favoured creature . . . ‘In thee, 
our patroness and mediatrix with 
God who was born of thee,’ cries 
St. Ephraim, ‘in thee the human 
race places all its joy; in thee 
alone is found the refuge and the 
surety of those who trust in God’ 
. . . ‘Because thou art the only 
hope of sinners,’ says St. Augus- 
tine . . . ‘Let us, then, approach 
... that “throne of grace,” in the 
bosom of the divine Virgin... 
Mother of divine grace, pray for 
us.’ 993 


DECEIVING BY CONFUSING 


As we have seen, the terms 
“Divine Mother” and “Divine 
Mary” are freely used; and in 
spite of the fact that the Roman 
Church at the present time seeks 
to tone down her teaching of 
Mariolatry, her authoritative lit- 
erature is full of it. Accordingly, 
we find her saying, “Indeed, our 
predecessors have ever gloried in 
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instituting in the Roman Church 
by their own Apostolic authority 
the Feast of the Conception .. . 
desiring to cherish daily more 
and more in the minds of the 
Faithful this doctrine of the Im- 
maculate Conception of the Moth- 
er of God, and to excite their 
piety in worship and venerating 
the Virgin, conceived without 
original sin. . .”* 


Seemingly with intent to con- 
fuse or deceive, the Roman 
Church distinguishes between 
veneration and worship, even 
though both terms are used in 
relation to Mary. By the use of 
three different terms, she teaches 
differences in degrees of. rever- 
ence, or religious worship, name- 
ly, Latria, the worship due to 
God, Hyperdulia, due to Mary, 
and Dulia, due to the saints. This 
reasoning is not only faulty but 
untrue to Scripture usage. For 
instance, in Matthew 4:10, Latria 
is used: “Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and Him only shalt 
thou serve [latreuseis, from la- 
treuo]”’; whereas, in Luke 16:13, 
Dulia is used in relation to God: 
“Ye cannot serve [douleuin from 
douleuo] God and mammon.” 


While the Catholic Dictionary 
says, “Dulia (douleia) is that 
secondary veneration which Cath- 
olics give to saints and angels,” 
the Word of God overthrows such 
definition in that it applies this 
term to God Himself. For ex- 
ample: “Ye turned to God from 
idols to serve [douwleuin, from 
douleuo] the living and true God.” 
(I Thess. 1:9) This term is also 
used in relation to Christ Him- 
self: “ Ye serve [douleuete] the 
Lord Christ.” (Col. 3:24) Thus, 
in spite of her fine distinctions, 
the Roman Church cannot escape 
the charge of idolatry, since she 
takes the same term which Scrip- 
ture applies to God and Christ 
and applies it to saints and an- 
gels.® 


**“GLORY BE TO THEE, 
O MARY” 
Adoration of Mary is a “fool- 
ish, heretical thing,” according to 
Rome’s latest statement to evade 


the charge of adoring, or wor- 
shiping, the Virgin Mary. How- 


ever, her own church authorities 
abundantly prove the charge js 
justifiable; and if the adoration 
of Mary is heresy, then there is 
widespread heresy in the Roma 
Church. One such authority sayg; 

“While reciting the Creed, im 
agine you see heaven opened be 
fore you. Listen to the eternal 
canticle of the angels : “Holy, holy, 
holy, Lord, God of Hosts.’ Think 
of her who is called the augugt 
Temple of the Most Blessed Trin. 
ity, and whom the angels unceag. 
ingly greet as: ‘Holy, holy, holy, 
Mary of God, ever Virgin!’ "* 

Thus, the same worship ad 
dressed to the “Most Holy Trin 
ity” is also rendered to Mary. 
This is surely a staggering dis 
closure, but it is only a part of 
the voluminous expressions in- 
volving the praise, the adoration, 
and the worship of the Virgin 
Mary. 

In this same authorized pub- 
lication, there is a section “by the 
Blessed de Montfort” containing 
expressions of worship and praise 
to Mary. We are all familiar with 
the Gloria Patri—‘Glory be to 
the Father, and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Ghost’’—but it must 
come as a revelation to many to 
know that these words of wor- 
ship are addressed to Mary, as 
the ensuing quotations prove: 


“Vouchsafe that I may praise 
thee, O sacred Virgin! 

Thou art all fair, O Mary, and 
there is no stain in thee! 
Glory be to thee, O Mary, who 
art the Empress of the 
world; bring us to the joys 

of heaven 

Glory be to thee, O Mary, who 
art the Treasure-house of 
God’s graces; share with us 
thy riches. 

Glory be to thee, O Mary, who 
art the Mediatrix between 
God and men; beg of the Al- 
mighty to be favorable to us. 

Glory be to thee, O Mary, who 
destroyest heresies and 
crushest demons; be thou our 
heavenly guide. 

Glory be to thee, O Mary, who 
art the Refuge of sinners; 
intercede for us with God. 

Glory be to the Father, etc. Our 
Father, etc. Hail Mary, etc.”

GUILTY OR NOT GUILTY? 


If the Roman Church teaches 
the worship of Mary, then, ac- 
erding to the statement in the 
magazine Mary, she is guilty of 
heresy. 

The writer has before him two 
gandard works: The Raccolta, 
published by order of His Holi- 
ness, Pope Pius IX, approved and 
cgmmended by John Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey, Archbishop of New 
York; and The Voice of the 
Church—Golden Words from Em- 
inent Prelates, bearing the Im- 
primatur of Michael Augustine, 
Archbishop of New York, April 
2%, 1897, and others. Both these 
authorities give the following 
prayer to the Virgin; the foot- 
note to the prayer states: 

“His Holiness, Pope Pius IX., 
by an autograph rescript, Sep- 
tember 7th., 1854, granted to all 
the faithful every time that, with 
at least contrite heart and devo- 
tion, they shall say this prayer 
before an image or picture of the 
Blessed Virgin: An Indulgence of 
three hundred days; A Plenary 
Indulgence, once a month, etc.” 

The reader is asked to keep in 
mind that this prayer is not ad- 
dressed to Jesus Christ our Lord, 
but to Mary. Mark well the ex- 
pressions used : 


“Most holy and immaculate 
Virgin! O my Mother! thou art 
the Mother of my Lord, the Queen 
of the world, the advocate, hope 
and refuge of sinners! I, the most 
wretched among them, now come 
to thee, I worship thee, great 
Queen, and give thee thanks for 
the many favors thou hast be- 
stowed on me in the past; most of 
all, do I thank thee for having 
saved me from hell, which I had 
s0 often deserved. I love thee, 
Lady most worthy of all love, and, 
by the love which I bear thee, I 
promise ever in the future to 
serve thee, and to do what in me 
lies to win others to thy love. In 
thee I put all my trust, all my 
hope of salvation, ete.’ 

Is this not blasphemy? Here 
the Virgin Mary is put in the 
place of the only Saviour, Jesus 
Christ our Lord, and to her is 
accorded the worship, the praise 
and confidence due only unto Him, 
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the One who loved us and gave 
Himself for us. If these quota- 
tions from standard authorities 
of the Roman Church were in- 
sufficient to prove heresy in the 
Roman Church, there are many 
more. 

In the manual Through Mary 
to Jesus, we are told that these 
writing of “the Blessed Grignion 
de Montfort . . . were examined 
at Rome, and declared exempt 
from all error that could prove an 
obstacle to his canonization.” In 
this duly authorized work, the 
devotee is exhorted to “Begin by 
considering the Blessed Virgin 
seated on a magnificent throne in 
Heaven, surrounded with splen- 
dor, worshipped by all creatures, 
by angels and men; address her 
with profound humility as the 
well-beloved Daughter of the Fa- 
ther, the admirable Mother of 
God the Son, the faithful Spouse 
of God the Holy Ghost, the august 
Temple of the Most Blessed Trin- 
ity, this world of God . . . Then 
give vent to the feelings of your 
soul in the presence of this august 
Queen. 

“Thou art also my tender 
Mother! . . . Thou hast done so 
much for me; who, for the sal- 
vation of my soul, hast sacrificed 
thy Son, this dear Son so beloved 
by thee. 

“O gentle Queen, reign in me 
by thy charms and thy beauty; 
reign in me, thou who art the true 
life, by whom man _ recovered 
what he had lost: thou who givest 
us, every day, the life of grace, 
who assurest to those who love 
thee, the life of glory, eternal 
life!’’® 
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@ Nothing like it for 
members of 
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MARY, THE FIRST 
TO OBJECT 

As previously quoted from the 
Roman Catholic magazine Mary, 
she “would be the first to object 
if one were to do such a foolish, 
heretical thing” as adore her. In 
spite of this, the Roman Church, 
as we have seen above, teaches 
her devotees to approach Mary as 
the advocate, hope and refuge of 
sinners with the words, “J wor- 
ship thee, great Queen, and I 
thank thee for having saved me 
from hell.” In addition, Rome 
claims that Mary is worshiped by 
all creatures, both angels and 
men. Thus, by examining the 
standard authorities of the 
Church of Rome, one is able to 
arrive at a clear and definite un- 
derstanding as to what her au- 
thoritative teaching really is. 

The only conclusion to be ar- 
rived at is that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church teaches heresy by au- 
thoritatively asserting that Mary 
should be worshiped, adored, and 
invoked—concerning which teach- 
ing Mary would be the first to ob- 
ject, since she herself ascribed 
worship and honor to the God- 
head: ““My soul doth magnify the 
Lord, and my spirit hath rejoiced 
in God my Saviour.” (Luke 1:46, 
47) 

If the Roman Church would 
turn her eyes to the Scriptural 
Virgin Mary, she would soon 
learn from her to look upon Jesus 
Christ as the only Saviour of the 
world, for He Himself declared, 
“IT am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” (John 14:6) 
And it was Mary who said, 
“Whatsoever He saith unto you, 
do it.” (John 2:5)

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In the Arena of Faith, by Erich 
Sauer (Wm. B. Eerdmans, 1955; 
188 pp., $3.00) 


Erich Sauer’s new book is in- 
spired by Paul’s vivid representa- 
tion of the Christian’s call. In 
Hebrews 12:1-3, the Apostle en- 
visions the Christian’s vocation 
to a consecrated life as a highly 
competitive race, where only 
those who are winners reach the 
goal of everlasting glory. 

The message of the author is 
motivated by the contemporary 
need of a “revival, a spiritual 
awakening of God’s people, a 
powerful testimony to the world, 
a new vision and a fresh experi- 
ence of the saving and keeping 
power of Christ through His 
Word and the Holy Spirit.” (p. 
7) 

In the preface, Sauer convinc- 
ingly exhorts the reader, remind- 
ing him that this victorious ex- 
perience is still possible today be- 
cause Christ is the eternal Win- 
ner and the Spring of life and 
strength to those who put their 
trust in Him. This experience, 
however, is made possible only 
by a fully surrendered life, as 
God grants His free gifts only to 
faith. Only where there is trust 
and devotion is the divine stream 
of Grace permitted to flow. 

The book is at once scholarly 
and devotional. A special intro- 
ductory chapter (almost a treat- 
ise of its own) on “the ancient 
Greek and Roman Recourses and 
Spiritual Warfare” (pp. 30-67), 
as compared in the New Testa- 
ment, helps the intelligent reader 
to better understand and evalu- 
ate the deeper implications of the 
images and comparisons so fre- 
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quently used. Once sure that the 
reader has become acquainted 
with the requisite background of 
history, folklore, and ancient 
Greek athletic contests, the au- 
thor develops the concept of 
“race” as set before the Christian. 

Sauer analyzes in a compara- 
tive way the chief situations from 
which a spiritual struggle or con- 
flict may arise and the attitude 
necessary for victory. This part 
of the book is both practical and 
fascinating, as the analysis is 
pressed home with inflexible logic, 
even in a province where so many 
Christians experience utter fail- 
ure and frustration—the vexed 
questions of suffering and anx- 
iety. 


"TOWARD THE END, the develop- 

ment of the theme soars to a 
moving crescendo with the au- 
thor’s passionate plea that the 
Christian should appropriate 
those privileges inherent in his 
birthright, carrying out the du- 
ties and moral responsibilities of 
that priesthood to which he is 
called. 

“In the King’s word is power,” 
he writes. “In His Word alone. 
Not in the words of His servants, 
however experienced and sancti- 
fied they may be.” (p. 180) And 
then he adds, “What we need in 
increased measure is the holy 
consciousness that, as God’s wit- 
nesses, we are at the same time 
God’s mouth. What the world 
needs is not learned lectures, ele- 
gant speeches, homiletically well 
thought out, even though these 
may be valuable in due time and 
place, but a powerful living wit- 
ness which goes from heart to 
heart, kindled by the life of God 
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and guided and empowered by t 
Holy Spirit.” 
This book is a vivifying com 
mentary on the twelfth chapter 
Hebrews. The Pauline pattern g 
the Christian’s call to a conse 
crated life, with its positive 
imaginative terms, is a te 
indictment of that intell 
snobbery or laziness of the Chrig 
tian who chooses to live withip 
the gold-plated shell of a “re. 
gion” and who refuses the 
lenge of a testimony to the wo 
It is this very fact, that faith is 
demoted to a mere religion, that 
robs it of persuasive power. 
by following those rules of “spin 
itual sportsmanship” which Pagl 
outlines in his epistle will the 
Christian be able to win this 
“race” with the world, the flesh, 
and the Devil. 

Erich Sauer has won his point 
uncontested, because what the 
world needs today is the Chris 
tian who, deeply enamored of the 
truth he professes, dares to exem- 
plify that truth in a passionate 
and agonistic way to the people 
of his generation. Only when the 
Christian Faith returns from the 
limbo of a spiritually static re 
ligion will it release that power 
which otherwise remains locked 
within it —that tremendous re 
vival which the author so eagerly 
anticipates. 
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Daniel, by Arno C. Gaebelein 
(Kregel Publications, 1955; 212 
pp., $2.50) 


The revelation of the Ant 
christ, the great tribulation, the 
second coming of Christ, the 
resurrection, and the establish 
ment of the millennial kingdom 
form the leitmotiv of Daniel's 
message. The history and visions 
he relates were not crystallized in 
the past, nor did they exhaust 
themselves in the present ; rather, 
they were polarized in the future, 
outlining a complex picture of the 
things to come. 

Dr. Gaebelein essays to present 
Daniel in a popular way, with @ 
slight nod here and there to the 
work of other scholars. (It is re 
markable that he provides no bib- 
liography !) In an analysis of both 
text and interpretations, he cov 

























as, chapter by chapter, the whole 
of Daniel’s message, from 
his Visions under Nebuchadnezzar 
to those under Belshazzar, Dari- 
w, and Cyrus. The reader is 
made to face the tremendous com- 
ensiveness of Daniel’s proph- 
ay, ranging from his contempo- 
mry history to the very end of 
time. 

We take exception, however, to 
sme of Gaebelein’s interpreta- 
tions, particularly that of the 
little Horn. (Chap. VII) At this 
point, the author labels those who 
identify the Papacy as the Little 
Horn as followers of “extremely 
fanciful” and “far-fetched inter- 
pretations.” On the contrary, he 
fails to realize that the applica- 
tion of the symbol of the Little 
Horn to the pope represents an 
almost standard interpretation of 
the text, and it is quite well es- 
tablished as an element of that 
composite picture of the Papacy 
(Antichrist, Man of Sin, Son of 
Perdition, Mystery of Iniquity, 
Little Horn, Beast, Babylon, Har- 
lot) so clearly outlined in Holy 
Scripture. 

Commenting on the fact that 
the “king” of Daniel 11 shall not 
regard “the desire of women,” the 
author refers with a touch of 
condescension to those who, like 
Adam Clark, see in that a mark 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 
(He himself distinguishes be- 
tween the Little Horn of Daniel 7 
and that of Daniel 8, the former 
representing to him the head of 
the revived Roman Empire and 
the latter, Antiochus Epiphanes. 
He should be classified, however, 
as a “futurist,” rather than a 
“praetorist” or a “historicist.”) 


T VARIANCE with Gaebelein’s 

views, we would like to re- 
produce several passages from 
Adam Clark with which he takes 
issue and which we believe in- 
dicate to some degree how close 
the symbolism of Daniel comes to 
the Papacy : 

“Both the Greek and Latin 
church in their Antichristian en- 
actments, have discouraged, and 
in several cases proscribed, mar- 
Triage, under the pretence of 
greater chastity, to the discredit 
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of God’s ordinance, and Chris- 
tianity itself. 

“Nor regard any god. For the 
mandates and decrees of that 
church have been often in defi- 
ance of God and His word; for it 
has magnified itself above all pow- 
er and authority in heaven and 
on earth. It professes to hold the 
keys, and to open and shut heaven 
at pleasure, both to states and 
individuals. 

“Shall he honour the god of 
forces which is mauzzim, or gods 
protectors, as in the Margin; wor- 
shipping saints and angels, as 
guardians and protectors, and 
mediators; leaving out, in gener- 
al, the true God, and the only 
Mediator, Jesus Christ. 

“And a god whom his fathers 
knew not for these gods guardi- 
ans, the Virgin Mary, saints, and 
angels, were utterly unknown, as 
mediators and invocable guar- 
dians, in the primitive apostolic 
church. 

“Shall he honour with gold, and 
silver, and with precious stones. 
How literally does this apply to 
the church of Rome! See the 
house of our lady at Loretto; the 
shrines of saints; the decorated 
images, costly apparel, gold jew- 
els, etc., profusely used about im- 
ages of saints, angels, and the 


blessed virgin, in different Popish 
churches. This superstition began 
to prevail in the fourth century; 
and was established in 787, by the 
seventh general council, for in 
that the worship of images was 
enacted.” (pp. 181, 182) 


HE BOOK as a whole carries an 

expository rather than a schol- 
arly stamp. Its prose, often wob- 
bly, bears the faint essence of 
midnight oil and could have been 
a college thesis, though Kregel 
Publications failed to play the 
professor in correcting its me- 
chanical imperfections. (One sus- 
pects that some of the quotations 
are inaccurate.) 


The author’s scope is less com- 
prehensive than he would prob- 
ably like the reader to believe. 
His assumptions are frequently 
dogmatic and his prophetic inter- 
pretations elliptical, leading one 
to feel that he undervalues his 
reader’s critical judgment and 
that he prefers to advance his 
own preconceived views rather 
than to evaluate objectively views 
contrary to his own. But perhaps 
he would then have defeated his 
purpose, because a scholarly trea- 
tise could hardly have been con- 
tained within the book’s 212 
pages.

Church and State 
Dear Dr. Montajio: 


One of the great enemies of 
the Roman Church is the great 
American principle of the sepa- 
ration of church and state. We 
are enclosing a copy of letters 
which appeared in the letters to 
the editor column of the Racine 
Journal-Times this week, and 
which touch on this subject. We 
too were at the parade and the 
other parts of the festival and 
would like to elaborate on the 
celebration. 


[The two letters referred to are 
as follows :] 


Dear Tex: In observing a re- 
ligious parade Sunday, I was 
surprised to see it led by the 
Racine Park Board Band, the 
city’s official band. 

I feel that this is a violation of 
the great American principle of 
separation of church and state. 
The Park Board Band in this 
case represents the state. The 
other groups in the parade were 
religious organizations. The pa- 
rade, therefore, was the result of 
the combined efforts of church 
and state. The separation of 
church and state is one of the 
great American beliefs, protected 
throughout the Constitution, and 
fought for by the founding 
fathers and all great Americans 
since then. 

I am sure that the band’s di- 
rector, Mr. Opferkuch, and the 
band members, after careful con- 
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sideration, will realize that they 
have made a mistake in partici- 
pating in the religious procession. 
I hope that in the future the 
Board of Park Commissioners 
will more carefully regulate the 
activities of their band.

Dear Tex: This is in reply to 
“Miss Hopeful” who objected to 
the city’s “official band” appear- 
ing in a religious parade on 
Aug. 14. 

The band you heard was but 
a small group (13 men) from 
the membership of the Racine 
Park Board Band. The unit did 
not represent the City of Racine 
in this parade and .of course was 
not paid from city funds. The en- 
gagement was arranged through 
the Racine Musicians’ Union and 
was made possible by a grant 
from Musicians Performance 
Trust Funds of the Recording 
and Transcripting Industries. 

It was indeed unfortunate 
that a wrong impression was 
created by the uniforms worn by 
the marching musicians. How- 
ever, this was due to lack of time 
and the very close connection 
between the parade and the Park 
Board Band’s concert at East 
Park, which did not permit the 
men time to change uniforms 
between engagements.

We are surprised that the 
journalist who runs the local 
paper’s letters to the editor col 
umn published Miss Hopeful’s 
letter. She must be someone of 
great importance, for whenever 
we write to that paper on the 
Catholic problem, our letters 
never appear in the paper. 

As we have said, we too saw 
the parade and festivities. And 
what a pagan spectacle it was! 
Statues and banners of Mary, 
hundreds of candles, numerous 
altar boys with crucifixes, young 
women in white silk gowns (rem- 
iniscent of the Vestal Virgins), 
young men and women singing 
the Fatima song, old women re 
peating the rosary, and priests 
and nuns of the parish reading 
their breviaries or what have 
you. 

Every other house in the neigh- 
borhood had a family altar com- 
plete with statue of the virgin, 
flowers, and candles, and as the 
procession passed by, the men of 
the parish would carry the mail 
statue of Mary up to the home’ 
altar, and the family would place 
dollar and five-dollar bills @ 
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~~} dreamers going out from the 
Miktiege statue of “our lady.”

Dear Mr. Hawley: 


At Senator Ives’ request to 
former Commissioner Wilson, I 
am replying to your letter to 
Senator Ives of September 27. 

Except for a very small appro- 
Miation amounting to $35,000 
per year, no state monies are dis- 
fibuted to private and parochial 
thools by the State. The above 
tount is prorated on the basis 
the number of pupils and is 
isignificant in its amount.

School districts where health 
service is provided to public 
schools must provide equivalent 
service for the pupils attending 
private and parochial schools. 
This, however, is considered as 
a service to the pupils and not 
to the schools. 

Similarly, school districts 
which furnish transportation for 
public school pupils under cer- 
tain conditions must also provide 
transportation for pupils attend- 
ing private and parochial schools 
in the vicinity. 

The subsidies for the school 
lunch program provided by 
federal and state funds are avail- 
able to all public and non-profit 
private and parochial schools, 
but must be reflected in the 
charges for the food served to 
the pupils.
